"Dcu't send dirty eggs to market 
and don't wash them either." 
Tlus .advioe sounds contradictory 
at tho first glance—but Badger deal- 
ers and egg -producers have an ex-

things smooth again. They say: 
"Egjrs have a certain protective 
covering—-a sort of 
fllm—which

•washed away exposes the contents 
of UIP shell more readily to outside 
influences. 
"To wash the eggs before taking 
them to market is bad business. It 
should .be stopped, and only aucn 
eggs sent to market as come from 
the UGLIS in a naturally clean condi- 
tion, and which need no extra work 
to make them presentable. 
"This means that all dirty eggs 
produced in the home poultry plant 
should be used at home—and as soon 
as possible. They should neither be 
taken to market dirty nor washed, 
for the reason given." 
To get a good .general average or 
clean eggs is not a hard matter, Wis- 
consin poultrymen state. This means 
mainly .keeping tplen.ty of nests to 
accommodate the laying bens, and 
seeing that chickens or sitting hens 
do not roost in the nests at ntghr. 
Thest precautions in addition to a 
deep litter of clean materiel on the 
floor, changed frequently, will help 
a sanitary egg supply.

ment of the law is placed -with 
the 
state dairy 
and 
food 
.department 
Storage operators must secure a li 
cense from the state which in cities 
of the first class is fixed at J40; sec 
ond class, $30; third class, $25 anc 
fourth class, $10. The dairy and fooc 
commissioner is given 
full authority 
over the sanitation of the plant. 
Bach storage 
plant licensed 
shai: 
submit a monthly report to the com- 
missioner, setting forth in 
itemized 
particulars the quantities and 
of articles of food 
in storage. All 
articles of food in. the cold storage 
warehouses must be plainly marked 
and tagged as to the date they are 
received for storage. It is made un- 
awful for any person, except the ul- 
imate consumer, to remove this tag. 
Whon products are not sold in bulk, 
but in broken packages, the seller 
must be able and willing to furnish 
o all purchasers the information re 
garding the length of time such prod- 
ucts have been in storage. 
No storage 
house shall keep 
or 
permit to remain in any storage ware- 
house any article of food which has 
been held In cold storage for a long- 
er period than twelve months, except 
upon the approval of the state da*ry 
and loud commissioner.
